KL PASO, Texas, Nov. 23— About 
150,000 years are being added to the 
aggregate life of the population of the 
t oited States by the Mexican “situa­ 
tion.” Instead of spreading death and 
disablement the campaign in Mexico 
and the mobilization of the national 
guard is adding from a few months to 
years to the life of every civilian sol­ 
dier. army physicians declare. 
Sta­ 
tisticians have figured that the average 
added to the life of each guardsman 
will be nearly a year. 
After four to six months of training 
like an athlete, working in the open 
air, sleeping in a tent and eating sim­ 
ple food a hundred thousand guards­ 
men will go back to civil life with a 
new lease on life. 
Makes Study 
Major James F. Edwards of the med­ 
ical corps of the Pennsylvania militia 
has been making a close study of the 
general effects of the intensive train­ 
ing upon these men drawn from office, 
factory and farm. 
In civil life he is 
director of Public Health of ‘the city 
of Pittsburg. 
“Nearly every man on the border 


will be benefitted Immeasurably by 
the training he Is undergoing” said 
Major Edwards. 
“In most cases the 
instruction in personal hygiene and 
right living will Influence the militia­ 
man for years. 
“Even now the difference in the 
health of our men can be noticed. Sev­ 
eral months of daily exercise in the 
open air and sleeping in a tent can­ 
not but benefit. 
It is worth a dozen 
vacations rolled into one. 
“But most important is the effect 
of the army diet. 
Most civilians eat 
too much. 
And intemperance in eat­ 
ing is more dangerous than any other 
form 
of 
intemperance. 
For 
four 
months our mea have been eating sim­ 
ple, 
palatable 
army 
ration. 
They 
don’t eat too much and the food value 
of what they get is computed scien­ 
tifically. 
This regime with plenty of 
exercise cannot fail to add something 
to the lives of our citizen soldiers.” 
No Pleasing Everybody 
But there is no pleasing everybody. 
To the men undergoing this training 
it sometimes loses the vacation—phys­ 
ical training tiuge and becomes just 
hard labor. 
“Huh,” said one guardsman drilling 
in the sun when told he was adding 
one year to his life, "Izzat so, well, 
I’ll give three off the other end of my 
life to go home now.”

The destruction of ground squirrels, ‘ 
undertaken by the California 
State 
Board of Health and the United States 
Public Health Service, is of interest 
to every rural community iii Califor­ 
nia, not only because the rodent is a 
great destroyer of crops, but also be­ 
cause it is a distinct meauce to the 
public health. Bubonic plague, one of 
the most fatal of all epidemic diseases, 
has been round in the ground squirrels 
of many California counties, and since 
Hie disease is transmitted to man by 
means of the rat flea, which infests 
both rats and ground squirrels, the ex­ 
termination of these rodents is most 
Important. 
Tile owners of the Triangle ranch in 
Stanislaus county have eradicated a 
persistent colony of ground squirrels 
by spreading powdered sulphur on 
strips of old sacking, rolling these up 
and atter soaking over night in dis­ 
tillate, rolling them down the bur­ 
rows anil igniting them. 
In Contra 
Costa county, the farmers are buying 
large quantities of poison at reduced 
rates, the purchase price being low­ 
ered because of the large quantity pur­ 
chased. 
The division of the expense 
makes the cost to the individual farm­ 
er very low. 
In the Bird Creek district of San 
Benito county, a number of the big 
ranches recently put aside all other 
work and devoted the day to the de­ 
struction of ground squirrels. 
At tho 
end of the day a dinner was served 
to the workers by the wives of the 
ranchers, and according 
to 
Passed 
Assistant Surgeon Williams 
of 
the 
United States Public Health Service, 
the observance of "Squirrel 
Day" 
promises to be a regular affair. Any­ 
one interested in methods of destroy­ 
ing these pests, may obtain full Infor­ 
mation by applying to the secretary of 
the 
State 
Board of Health, Sacra­ 
mento.

LONDON—How an Irish regiment i 
assisted in tile storming of Ginchy, 
near the Somme, is told as follows iii1 
a letter home by a young second lieu­ 
tenant of that unit: 
“Ginchy lias been taken once or twice 
before, I believe—some soy four tim es.' 
“We were in reserve. 
The front I 
line was 500 or OOO yards higher up' 
the slope nearer Ginchy. 
"It was about I o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon when we first learned that 
we should have to take part iii the 
attack on Ginchy. 
We were ordered 
to move up into the front line to re­ 
inforce. 
I 
turned to my 
servant 
O’Brien, 
who 
has 
always 
been 
a 
cheery, 
optimistic 
soul, 
and 
said, 
'Well, O'Brien, how do you 
think 
we’ll fare?’ and his answer was for 
once not encouraging. 
’W e’ll never 
come out alive, sir,’ was Hie answer. 
“It was at this moment. Just as we 
were debouncing on to the scragged 
front line of the trench, that we beheld 
a scene which stirred and thrilled us 
to the depth of our souls. 
The great! 
charge of the Irish had begun. 
“Between tile outer fringe of Ginchy 
of the front line of our own trenches 
is No Man s Land, a wilderness of 
pits so close together that you could 
ride astraddle the partitions between 
any two of them. 
If you look half 
right, obliquely down along No Man's 
Land, you behold a great host of 
yellow-coated men rise out of the 
earth and surge forward and upward 
In a torrent- not in extended order 
as you might expect, hut iii one m ass.'

to the dry season of 1914-15. 
It is 
proposed, ilie reports say, to attem pt 
to reduce the pest by the use of 
pollard poison with phosphorus dis­ 
tributed where the rabbits have their 
runs.
